On Monday lMti being tiie ucvunih 
day of tho Convention and the 8th 

ballot, ex-Senator Uenjaniin llarii- 
80tt WU8 noiiiinuted as the llepubli- 
can Presidential Htaudanl-bearcr i«r 
the year of grace, 18HH. This action 
ot the Convention aeeiiis to havu been 
mora tha result of Mpitoworlc ihan 
because of any inherent qualities ot 
liersonal magnetism or availability 
possessed by the nominee. The fact 
is, the triends of the other oandiaates 
had become heartily tired of the die- 
tatorial tone nBsuiiicil by tlic lilaine 
managers, and it wasisimyly a com- 
bination of *'the field against the fa- 
Tt>ritc," which finally rMVttcd in 
Harrison's nomination. 

If the nominee aaita Repnblieans 
he certainly ou^^ht to please Demo - 
erats. As far as the public knowa, 
the private eharaeter of Mr. Harri- 
son IS above reproach. But he is 
not a man of the people. In icm- 
porament he is as cold and iurbiddin^' 
as John 8herman, and as haughty 
and aristocratic as was ever Charles 
Sumner, ilia public career has not 
been such as to marie him as "a man 
of victory." Some years ago lie ran 
lor Governor oi Imliana and was 
badly beaten by "Blue Jeans" Wil- 
liams, a plain old farmer; and later 
on Jud^e Turpie defeated him lor re- 
election to the iSenutc ot tlte United 
Statea. Outside of Indiana he is 
unknown to tlie masses, and even 
Within tho limits of that State it has 
been practically demonstrated that 
he is far from being universally pop- 
ular, and ho cannot carry that State 
in November. 

Hlaine would li:ivo ;irou,sod "tlir 
boys" and created a wild enthusiasm 
which will now be silent; Algor or 
Uresham would have 8tirrc<l up tiie 
old soldiers and started the banners

none of tliese things — neither cre- 
ate enthusiasm, secure the soldier 
vote, capture the jjrangers, carry tho 
Pacitic Siope cr unify tlie disaft'ec- 
t'ons and jealous heartburnings now 
threatening the life of hia parly. 

For Vice President, Levi 1'. Mor- 
ton, of New York, received the nom- 
ination, Mr. Morton is noted prin- 
cipally ua one of the wealthiest ban- 
kers and railroad magnates in the 
oountry, and perhaps has a larger in- 
nence over the railroad mileage cf 
this country than any man in the 
United States. Presumably, he was 
either placed on the ticket with the 
faint hope of carrying New York, or 
because of the powerful moneyed 
and corporation influence whioh he 
wieldn. The ticket is well conceived 
— aristocracy at one end, mouey at 
the other, and defeat in the perspec- 
tive.

oombinatiuns o! c ipital, or^Mni/cd in 
trusts or otherwise, to coniro!. arbi- 
trarily, the contlition of trade among 

the citizen.^." 

Tho insincerity and inconsistency 
of tho above is too transparent to 

deci-ive any one who takos the trou- 
ble to read carefully between the 
lines. In one sentence the platform 
deprecates and <lenounees monopo- 
lies and combinations of capital to 
control the markets, and in another 
sentence advocates a iiigh protective 
or prohibitive aysteiu of customs du- 
ties without which luch trusts and 
combinations wouhl be impossible. 
In other words, our Republican 
platform-niakers say to these weal- 
thy monopolists, We are .opposed to 
your fleecing the people, but at the 
same time we shall do all in ouri)ow- 
er to enable you to do it. Such hy- 
pocrisy is an insult to the poorest 
intelligencf. The only praetiiMble 
manner in which the.ie moneyed syn- 
dicates now cursing the country can 
tie broken up is by placing on the 
free list all articles now controlled 
by them, and to this the Republican 
l)arty refuses to consent. Previous 
to our present prohibitive system go- 
ing into effect, there was no such 
tiling .know n in this country as a 
commercial syndicate or trust. They 
are tiio olls'priiig and imni jdiate re- 
sult ot that narrow policy of protec- 
tion which fosters one industry at 
the expense of ail otlurs, and whii h 
virtually says to the farmer and the 
laboring man.
